A resolution adopted by the
Aczoci-tion of Daptist Profes-
sors of Religion meeting in At-
lenta, Ca., has denlored and
protested “the nature and pro-
motion and publicity” given to
the book, “Why I Preach That
the Bible Is Literally True" by
W. A. Criswell of Dallas.

The Baptist religion profes-
sors said the advertising cam-
paign ‘“‘clearly suggests that
the position espoused in this
book is the official position of
the Sunday School Board of the
Southern Baptist Convention,”
which published the book
through Broadman Press.

THE AUTHOR is also the
current president of the South-
ern Baptist Convention and the
pastor of the largest church in
the denomination, the 15,000
member First Baptist Church
of Dallas,

The resolution adopted by
the 64 Baptist religion profes-
sors here said the group recog-
nizes “the responsibility of
Broadman Press to publish
materials reflecting a variety
of interpretations of the
Bible,” but it none-the-less
deplored the publicity cam-
paign on the book advocating
literal interpretation of the
Bible

A footnote at the end of the
resolution said that copies had
been sent to James L. Sulli-
van, executive secretary of the
Sunday School Board, and to
William J. Fallis, manager of
the Broadman books depart-
ment of the board.

SULLIVAN, when contacted
about the resolution, had only
one comment: “It s inter-
esting that copies of this reso-
lution have been received by
the press, but that no commu-
nication from the association
has yet reached my office. He
had no further comment.

The resolution also stated
that the Baptist religion profes-
sors are committed to the vo-
cation of bringing young people
to a knowledge of the Scrip-
tures, and that this requires
“the honest and conscientious
utilization of the historical-crit-
ical method of Biblical study.”

Louise Isom of New Hori-
zons, Torrance, served on the
Grand Jury two years ago and
was therefore invited to be a
spectator at the trial of Sirhan
B. Sirhan, who has been sen-
tenced to die in the gas cham-
ber for the assassination of
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy.

In her own words, Mrs. Isom
described a personal conversa-
tion she had with Mrs. Mary
Sirhan, mother of the con-
victed slayer, during the trial:

. . -

“DURING A recess at a fa-
mous trial 1 attended recently,
1 noted a little old lady. She
was small; her head did not
reach my shoulder, and her
graying hair was pulled back
in a bun. She wore a simple
but very clean and inexpensive
dress. Her eyes were red-rim-
med as if she had been crying.

“Although the hallway was
crowded, she stood all alone in
a sort of empty space. People
avolded her but kept casting
curious ;llnces her way.

“BECAUSE 1| felt sorry lor,
her, I stepped over and put my |~
arm around her shoulder and
sald, ‘Mrs. Sirhan, I am a
mother too, and my heart
bleeds for you.
